Mai  Eisenberg  Marks  His 
Tenth  Year  With 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue 


s  month,  Mai  Eisenberg  will  mark  his  tenth 
year  of  service  to  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
as  its  ritual  director.  Familiar  to  all  of  us  by 
virtue  of  his  black  hat  and  beard,  Mai  has 
served  the  congregation  in  a  variety  of  ways 
over  these  years.  He  has  greeted  congregants 
and  helped  to  facilitate  the  order  of  the  service, 
the  decorum,  and  the  general  beauty  and  mean¬ 
ingfulness  of  our  synagogue  services  every 
Friday  evening  and  Saturday  morning,  as  well 
as  on  the  High  Holy  Days  and  Festivals. 

In  addition,  he  prepares  both  members  and 
non-members  for  two  of  the  most  important  and 
joyous  days  in  their  lives,  for  the  bar  and  bat 
mitzvah  of  their  children  and  for  their  wed¬ 
dings,  two  milestone  events  in  the  Jewish  life 
cycle.  He  estimates  that  he  has  rehearsed  at 
least  300  parents  of  b’nai  mitzvah  and  about  500 
wedding  parties. 

With  his  good-natured,  warm  and  unique  sense 
of  humor,  he  helps  to  relieve  the  natural 
tensions  that  arise  on  these  occasions  and  guides 
people  through  the  ceremonies  with  genuine 
sincerity,  gentle  lovingkindness,  and  sensitivity 
to  their  feelings  and  sometimes  delicate  family 
situations.  He  truly  scheps  nachas  (experiences 
joy)  when  rehearsing  people  for  these  occasions 
and  has  made  many  friends  as  the  result  of 
^sharing  with  them  these  significant  times  in 
their  lives. 

Also  a  member  of  the  congregation  for  the  past 
11  years,  Mai  has  been  active  in  the  Men’s 
Club,  having  served  as  a  past  vice  president  and 
president,  and  was  instrumental  in  helping  to  set 
up  its  Educational  and  Cultural  Scholarship 
Fund  for  the  education  of  youngsters  in  our 
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111th  Annual  Congregational 
Meeting  Thursday,  May  20 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  will  hold  its  111th 
annual  meeting  of  the  congregation  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  May  20th  at  7  P.M.  A  buffet  supper,  to 
which  the  congregation  is  invited,  will  be 
served  before  the  meeting  at  6  P.M. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Nathaniel  H.

At  the  service  which  begins  at  6:15  P.M.  and 
then  at  the  traditional  Friday  night  dinner  which 
will  follow  it  (under  the  auspices  of  the  Shabbat 
Dinner  Committee),  two  formerly  homeless 
clients  of  the  Interfaith  Assembly  on  Homeless¬ 
ness  &  Housing  will  share  their  stories  with  us. 
They  are  the  “human  face”  to  the  ever  growing 
number  of  anonymous  homeless  people  we  pass 
on  our  streets  every  day.  By  opening  ourselves 
to  such  an  encounter,  we  allow  ourselves  to 
gain  understanding  of  this  social  problem  which 
besets  our  city.

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

Torah  Enlightens  the  Heart 

This  year  we  celebrate  Shavuot,  the  Feast  of 
Weeks,  on  May  26  and  May  27,  1993.  Shavuot 
has  a  number  of  associations:  as  the  feast  of 
harvest  and  the  day  of  the  first  fruits;  but,  for 
most  of  us,  its  primary  association  is  with  the 
receiving  of  the  Torah  on  Mount  Sinai.  We 
rejoice  at  having  received  the  laws  which  made 
us  a  covenanted  people,  a  people  sharing  a 
special  relationship  with  God. 

The  Torah,  the  first  five  books  of  the  Hebrew 
Bible,  has  had  a  profound  impact  —  not  only  on 
the  Jewish  people  —  but  on  the  world.  Much  of 
what  we  know  as  “common  knowledge”  or 
"humanitarian  ethics”  comes  from  the  Torah. 
“Man  does  not  live  by  bread  alone”  (Deuter¬ 
onomy  8:3)  and  “Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor 
as  thyself”  (Leviticus  19:18)  are  two  examples 
of  words  of  wisdom  which  come  to  us  directly 
from  our  Torah.  But  these  two  citations  do  not 
begin  to  express  the  richness  of  law,  ethics  and 
morality  contained  in  the  sacred  canon.  To 
know  them,  one  must  study  the  Torah  and  its 
commentaries  in  a  directed  and  careful  way,  as 
our  tradition  teaches  us  to  do. 

On  Shavuot  we  celebrate  the  richness  of  the 
Torah  and  all  biblical  and  rabbinic  writings  by 
rededicating  ourselves  to  studying  them.  We 
realize  that  without  study  of  our  sacred  books 
our  closeness  to  God  becomes  jeopardized,  our 
knowledge  and  observance  of  our  laws  and 
customs  become  weak,  and  our  connection  with 
our  people  and  its  history  grows  dim.  As  the 
Talmud  in  Tractate  Avodah  Zarah  tells  us: 
"Just  as  fish  when  they  climb  up  on  to  dry  land 
die  immediately,  so  too,  human  beings  when 
they  separate  themselves  from  the  words  of  the 
Torah  die  immediately.”  On  Shavuot  we  rededi¬ 
cate  ourselves  to  the  study  of  the  texts  of  our 
tradition  because  they  add  deep  significance  to 
our  lives.  Through  study  of  the  Torah,  the 


Midrash,  and  the  Talmud,  we  deepen  our 
relationship  with  God,  delve  into  the  laws, 
customs,  and  ethics  of  our  tradition,  and  rein¬ 
force  our  bonds  to  our  larger  family,  the  Jewish 
people.  As  the  Talmud  in  Tractate  Berakhot 
tells  us:  “Happy  is  the  person  who  grows  up  in 
Torah-for  your  eyes  will  sparkle  with  its  light.” 

A  joyous  and  learning-filled  Shavuot  to  all!

Lag  B’Omer 

Lag  B’Omer  occurs  on  the  33rd  day  after  the 
second  day  of  Passover,  during  the  seven  week 
Sefira  (“counting”)  period  between  Passover 
and  Shavuot.  It  begins  on  Saturday  evening, 
May  8th  and  continues  on  Sunday,  May  9th.  A 
blessing  is  recited  each  night  at  the  conclusion 


of  the  evening  service.  The  word  lag  is  an 
acronym  made  up  of  the  two  Hebrew  letters, 
lammed  and  gimmel,  which  have  a  numerical 
value  of  33. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  Lag  B’Omer  because 
according  to  the  Talmud  (Yevamot  62b)  a 
plague  that  had  struck  down  many  thousands  of 
Rabbi  Akiba’s  students  abated  on  Lag  B’Omer. 
Because  of  this  event,  Lag  B’Omer  also  has 
been  called  Scholar’s  Day.

science  education;  and  the  City  University  of 
New  York,  from  which  he  earned  his  six-year 
certificate  in  supervision  and  administration.  He 
also  holds  New  York  City  licenses  which 
qualify  him  for  the  positions  of  both  assistant 
principal  and  principal  in  both  elementary  and 
intermediate  or  junior  high  schools.

It  is  observed  for  one  day  in  Israel  and  for  two 
days  for  those  of  us  who  live  in  the  diaspora. 

Originally,  Shavuot  was  solely  an  agricultural 
festival  when  the  first  fruits  were  brought  to 
Jerusalem  accompanied  by  much  ceremony  and 
rejoicing.  But,  as  the  years  progressed,  it 
became  associated  historically  with  the  giving 
|of  the  Torah  on  Mount  Sinai. 

During  the  services  on  this  festival,  we  read  the 
Ten  Commandments  and  the  general  theme  is 
the  Jewish  traditional  love  of  learning.  Also,  the 
Book  of  Ruth  is  read  at  this  time  because  it 
shows  the  great  devotion  of  Ruth  to  her  adopted 
faith. 

Among  the  customs  associated  with  this  festival 


are  decorating  the  synagogue  with  flowers,  all 
night  study  (Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot),  and  the 
eating  of  dairy  foods  which  is  symbolic  of  the 
concept  of  Israel  as  the  land  of  milk  and  honey.

It  is  a  Jewish  tradition  to  spend  the  first  night  of 
Shavuot  studying  Torah,  because  it  is  on 
Shavuot  that  we  celebrate  the  giving  of  the 
Torah  to  Moses  and  the  Jewish  people.  This 
tradition  is  called  Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  May  25  at  7:30  P.M., 
Cantor  David  Lefkowitz,  together  with  the 
Synagogue  Choir,  will  conduct  a  special  Festi¬ 
val  service,  followed  by  the  study  sessions  with 
both  Rabbi  David  H.  Lincoln  and  Rabbi  Melissa 
F.  Crespy.  Rabbi  Lincoln  will  speak  on  “Con¬ 
version  Within  Judaism”  and  Rabbi  Crespy  will 
speak  on  “The  Book  of  Ruth  and  Midrashim  on 
the  Book  of  Ruth,”  which  provides  the  paradign 
for  conversion  in  the  rabbinic  literature.
